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MINUTES  OF  THE  ELEVENTH  ANNUAL 
CONVENTION 

(Condensed) 


The  eleventh  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Fed- 
eration of  Women's  Clubs  was  held  in  New  Bern,  May  6-9, 
1913. 

An  open  meeting  was  held  in  Griffin  Memorial  Hall,  Tues- 
day, May  6,  at  8  p.  m..  Miss  Mabel  Chadwiek  presiding. 

An  invocation  was  offered  by  Eev.  B.  F.  Huske. 

Addresses  of  welcome  were  made  by  Mrs.  S.  L.  Dill,  Jr., 
for  the  New  Bern  Woman's  Club,  Mr.  T.  G.  Hyman,  for  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  Hon.  Charles  E.  Thomas  for  the 
Benevolent  and  Protective  Order  of  Elks.  In  the  absence  of 
Mrs.  S.  P.  Cooper,  First  Vice-President,  Mrs.  D.  Y.  Cooper 
responded  to  these  addresses  oh  behalf  of  the  Federation. 

The  President,  Mrs.  E.  E.  Gotten,  gave  her  annual  address, 
and  Miss  Julia  Lathrop,  Chief  of  the  National  Children's  Bu- 
reau, spoke  of  the  Bureau,  its  aims,  methods  of  work,  and 
sphere  of  usefulness. 

A  feature  of  the  evening's  program  was  the  delightful 
music,  rendered  by  a  string  orchestra,  the  Music  Department 
of  the  New  Bern  Woman 's  Club,  and  Mrs.  Horace  Dowell,  of 
Ealeigh. 

The  first  business  session  of  the  convention  was  called  to 
order  by  the  President,  Mrs.  Gotten,  in  the  Elks'  Temple,  Wed- 
nesday, May  7,  10:15  a.  m. 

Eev.  J.  B.  Hurley  asked  the  blessing  of  God  on  the  meeting. 

The  President  appointed  committees  on  Eules  and  Eegula- 
tions,  Eesolutions,  and  Press. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Eules  and  Eegiilations  was 
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presented    by    Mrs.    Clarence    Johnson     (Ealeigh),    Chairman. 
Eeport  accepted. 

The  charter  of  the  Federation  was  presented  to  the  conven- 
tion by  the  President,  who  announced  that  certificates  for  indi- 
vidual and  club  membership  were  on  hand  and  ready  for  dis- 
tribution. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  G.  W.  Whitsett  (Greensboro),  for- 
mer Eeeording  Secretary,  Miss  Cain  (Greensboro)  presented  to 
the  Federation  the  scrap  book  prepared  by  Mrs.  Whitsett,  con- 
taining souvenirs  illustrating  the  first  ten  years'  history  of  the 
organization. 

It  was  moved  (Mrs.  J.  E.  ReiUey)  and  passed  that  the  Sec- 
retary continue  to  compile  a  Federation  scrap  book,  and  thus 
preserve  the  Federation  history. 

It  was  moved  (Mrs,  Gordon  Finger)  and  passed  that  the 
book  be  accepted  by  the  Federation  with  a  resolution  of  thanks 
to  the  donor. 

After  nominations  from  the  floor,  the  following  were  elected 
by  ballot  on  the  Nominating  Committee :  Miss  Margaret  Lov- 
ell  Gibson  (Wilmington),  Miss  Edith  Eoyster  (Ealeigh),  Mrs. 
D.  Y,  Cooper  (Henderson),  Mrs.  C,  E,  Thomas  (New  Bern),  and 
Mrs.  A.  L.  Coble  (Statesville), 

It  was  moved  (Mrs.  Eeilley)  and  passed  that  a  message  of 
sympathy  be  sent  to  the  First  Vice-President,  Mrs,  S.  P. 
Cooper,  who,  on  account  of  recent  bereavement,  was  unable  to 
be  present,  and  an  expression  of  regret  sent  to  the  Second 
Vice-President,  Miss  Grace  McHardy  Jones,  who  was   absent. 

The  report  of  the  Eeeording  Secretary,  Miss  Gertrude  Weil, 
was  read  and  accepted. 

The  report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs.  John  L, 
Wooten,  was  read  and  accepted. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs,  A.  B,  Kimball,  the  Treasurer,  her 
report  was  read  by  the  Secretary,  and  accepted. 

The  resignation  of  Mrs,  Kimball  from  the  treasurership 
was  read,  and,  on  the  motion  of  Mrs,  D.  Y,  Cooper,  accepted 
with  regret. 

The  report  of  the  Auditor,  Mrs.  W,  J.  Conrad,  was,  in  her 
absence,  read  by  the  Secretary,  and  accepted. 
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Mrs.  C.  C.  Hook,  General  Federation  State  Secretary,  re- 
ported three  clubs  in  the  State  directly  federated  with  the  Gen- 
eral Federation.  She  stated  the  history  of  North  Carolina's 
part  in  voting  for  a  General  Federation  Endowment  Fund  at 
the  Cincinnati  Biennial  in  1910,  and  of  North  Carolina's  obli- 
gation in  raising  her  share  of  the  $100,000,  which  has  been 
estimated  at  $500.  Of  this,  $162.25  has  already  been  raised 
by  former  Endowment  Field  Chairman,  Mrs.  "W.  G.  Rogers 
(Charlotte). 

It  was  moved  (Mrs.  Reilley)  and  carried  that  a  committee, 
composed  of  the  North  Carolina  delegates  attending  the  Cin- 
cinnati Biennial  in  1910,  devise  some  plan  for  raising  the 
remainder   of  the  amount   and  report  plan  to  the   convention. 

Mrs.  Gordon  Finger,  Chairman  of  Membership  Committee, 
reported  the  addition  of  ten  clubs  to  the  Federation  during 
the  past  year.     Her  report  was  accepted. 

Mrs.  E.  F.  Eeid  (Lenoir)  announced  that  she  had  Federa- 
tion pins  on  hand  ready  for  sale.  It  was  moved  and  carried 
that  the  selling  price  of  these  pins  be  fixed  at  $1.25  each. 

The  report  on  Civics  was  read  by  the  Secretary  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  T.  W.  Lingle.  The  report  was 
adopted. 

In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  W.  J.  Cocke,  Chairman  on  Conserva- 
tion, her  report  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Craddock  (Asheville). 
The  report  was  accepted. 

On  motion  the  meeting  adjourned. 

Members  of  the  Federation  were  transported  down  the 
Neuse  River  by  boat  to  Glenburnie  Park,  where  an  al  fresco 
luncheon  was  served. 

The  second  business  session  of  the  convention  was  called 
to  order  by  the  President,  Mrs.  Gotten,  on  the  grand  stand  at 
Glenburnie  Park  at  3:30  o'clock. 

Mrs.  Reilley.  Chairman  of  the  committee  to  devise  means  of 
raising  funds  to  complete  the  North  Carolina  Federation's 
obligation  to  the  General  Federation  Endowment  Fund,  offered 
the  following  resolution   from  her   committee :     That   in   open 
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convention  the  General  Federation  Secretary  call  upon  the  elub 
representatives  present  for  club  contributions  to  complete  North 
Carolina's  obligation  to  the  General  Federation  Endowment 
Fund.     This  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  convention. 

Accordingly  pledges  were  made  by  delegates  for  their  clubs, 
which,  in  addition  to  individual  pledges  and  contributions, 
amounted  to  $221.10. 

On  account  of  a  threatening  storm  the  meeting  adjourned. 

An  open  meeting  was  held  in  Griffin  Memorial  Hall,  at 
.8:55  p.  m.,  Mrs.  Gotten  presiding.

Charles  L.  Ives,  of  New  Bern,  read  by  Miss  Hendren,  of  New 
Bern. 

Cycle  of  songs,   sung  by  Mrs.   Horace  Dowell,   of  Raleigh. 

Music  by  orchestra. 

The  third  business  session  of  the  convention  was  called  to 
order  by  the  President,  Mrs.  R.  E.  Cotten,  in  the  Elks'  Tem- 
ple, on  Thursday,  May  8,  1913,  at  10:15  o'clock. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  an  invocation  by  Eev.  Dr. 
Summerell. 

The  President  introduced  Mrs.  Marshall  Williams,  State 
President  U.  D.  C,  who  expressed  greetings  from  her  organ- 
ization. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  Mrs.  D.  Y.  Cooper, 
gave  a  report  of  funds  raised  during  the  past  year  for  the 
State  Federation  Endowment  Fund.  Pledges  and  donations  to 
this  fund  were  made  from  the  floor  amounting  to  $692.75. 

The  President's  recommendation  that  a  committee  of  three 
be  appointed  to  have  in  charge  the  investment  of  this  fund 
was  here  considered.  As  amended  and  passed,  this  recommenda- 
tion provided  that  this  committee  shall  consist  of  four :  The 
incoming  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  Mrs.  E.  E.  Cot- 
ten,  and  Mrs.  D.  Y.  Cooper,  who  shall  serve  two,  four,  and  siy 
years  respectively,  and  the  president  of  the  Federation  ex- 
officio. 

Mrs.  M.  L.  Stover,  Chairman,  gave  the  report  of  the  Edu- 
cation Department.  This  report,  with  its  recommendation  that 
the  Federation  Loan  Fund  be  continued  and  added  to  in  the 
future  and  that  it  be  known  as  the  Sallie  Southall  Cotten  Loan 
Fund,  was  adopted  with  thanks  and  praise.  Contributions  to 
this  fund  were  pledged  from  the  floor  to  the  amount  of  $775.00. 

Miss  Edith  Eoyster,  Chairman,  gave  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Legal  Status  of  Women,  which  also  served  dur- 
ing the  year  as  a  legislative  committee.     Her  report  with  its 
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recommendations,  was  adopted,  with  an  expression  of  appre- 
ciation and  a  rising  vote  of  thanks. 

Messages  of  greeting  were  read  from  the  First  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Mrs.  S.  P.  Cooper,  the  Second  Vice-President,  Miss  Grace 
Jones,  and  from  the  South  Carolina  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs. 

It  was  voted  that  a  gi-eeting  be  sent  to  the  South  Carolina 
Federation  assembled  in  convention  in  Florence. 

On  motion  the  meeting  adjourned  for  luncheon. 

The  fourth  business  session  of  the  convention  was  called  to 
order  by  the  President  in  the  Elks'   Temple  at  2:40  o'clock. 

The  report  of  the  Health  Department  was  read  by  the 
Chairman,  Mrs.  George  Floyd  Eoss.     Eeport  accepted. 

The  report  of  the  Household  Economics  Department  was 
read  by  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  A.  Oettinger,  and  with  its  resolu- 
tion was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Library  Extension  Department,  with 
recommendations,  was  read  by  Miss  Schwarberg,  Chairman. 

A  report  was  given  by  Mrs.  Sol.  Weil,  Federation  Repre- 
sentative on  the  State  Library  Commission. 

With  one  amendment  the  report  and  recommendations  of 
the  Library  Extension  Department  were  adopted. 

It  was  moved  (Mrs.  G.  F.  Ross)  and  passed  that  the  Fed- 
eration through  its  representative  on  the  Commission  protest 
against  its  treatment  of  the  Federation  and  request  an  expla- 
nation. 

The  report  on  Publicity  was  presented  by  the  Chairman,  Mrs. 
T.  B.  Tyson,  and  accepted  by  the  convention. 

The  report  on  Social  Service  was  read  by  the  Chairman, 
Miss  Clara  Cox,  and  accepted  by  the  convention. 

Reports  of  the  General  Federation  Biennial  Convention  in 
San  Francisco  in  1912,  were  given  by  Mrs.  E.  C.  Duncan  on 
the  social  side,  by  Mrs.  Al  Fairbrother  on  the  business  side, 
and  Mrs.  W.  N".  Hutt  concerning  the  trip. 

Reports  from  twenty-four  clubs  were  given  by  delegates, 
until  the  meeting  adjourned  at  5:50  o'clock. 
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The  meeting  Thursday  evening  was  opened  by  the  Presi- 
dent, Mrs.  E.  E.  Gotten,  who  presented  Miss  Edith  Eoyster, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Legal  Status  of  Women. 

Miss  Eoyster  introduced  Mrs.  Sol.  Weil,  Secretary  of  the 
Committee,  who  gave  an  account  of  the  work  of  the  Committee. 

Miss  Eoyster  then  introduced  Hon.  Walter  Clark,  Chief 
Justice  of  North  Carolina,  who  gave  an  interesting  and  illumi- 
nating address  on  ' '  The  Legal  Status  of  Women ' '. 

An  open  discussion  followed,  which  was  opened  and  closed 
by  Miss  Mary  L.  Hendren,  of  New  Bern. 

The  fifth  business  session  of  the  convention  was  called  to 
order  by  the  President,  Mrs.  Cotten,  in  the  Elks'  Temple, 
Friday,  May  9th,  at  10:00  a.  m. 

An  invocation  was  asked  by  Eev.  Dr.  Carter. 

The  reading  of  club  reports  was  continued  from  the  pre- 
ceding day. 

The  Credential  Committee  gave  its  final  report  through  the 
Chairman,  Mrs.  W.  G.  Eogers  (Charlotte),  as  follows:  1  presi- 
dent, 2  ex-presidents,  3  other  officers,  12  chairmen  of  depart- 
ments and  committees,  15  club  presidents,  and  78  other  dele- 
gates, making  a  total  of  111  present  entitled  to  vote.  This 
report  was  accepted. 

Miss  Gibson  (Wilmington),  Chairman  of  the  Nominating 
Committee,  reported  the  following  nominations:  for  Presi- 
dent, Miss  Adelaide  L.  Fries  (Winston-Salem) ;  for  Second 
Vice-President,  Mrs.  N.  A.  Sinclair  (Fayetteville)  ;  for  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  Mrs.  E.  K.  Graham  (Chapel  Hill)  ;  for 
Treasurer,  Mrs.  M.  L.  Stover  (Wilmington)  ;  for  Auditor,  Mrs. 
Clarence  Johnson  (Ealeigh) ;  for  General  Federation  State 
Secretary,  Mrs.  S.  L.  Dill,  Jr.  (New  Bern).  This  report  was 
accepted. 

There  being  no  nominations  from  the  floor,  it  was  moved 
(by  Mrs.  H.  Dowell)  that  the  Secretary  cast  the  ballot  for 
the  nominees  presented.  The  motion  was  carried  and  the 
ballot  cast. 

The  motion  (Mrs,  M.  L.  Stover)  that  upon  her  retirement 
from  her  presidency  Mrs,  Cotten  be  made  Honorary  President, 
was  unanimously  carried  by  a  rising  vote. 
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Miss  Fries,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  K^solutions,  re- 
ported three  sets  of  resolutions,  which  were  adopted  by  the 
convention.  Other  resolutions  were  presented  from  the  floor 
and  were  adopted.  (Complete  resolutions  as  adopted  are  found 
elsewhere  in  these  records.) 

The  committee  on  choosing  a  Federation  motto,  consisting 
of  the  Ex-Presidents,  Miss  Gibson  and  Mrs.  Eeillej,  through 
the  latter,  presented  a  list  of  the  six  best  mottoes  submitted 
for  selection  by  the  convention.  After  careful  consideration 
and  much  discussion  the  following  was  adopted  as  the  motto 
of  the  Federation:  The  Union  of  All  for  the  Good  of  All. 
It  was  later  announced  upon  request  of  the  convention  that 
Mrs.  W.  G.  Eogers  (Charlotte)  had  submitted  this  motto.  Mrs. 
Eugene  Eeilley  (Charlotte)  submitted  the  motto  receiving  the 
next  largest  vote  for  adoption. 

Mrs.  C.  C.  Hook,  Chairman  on  District  Keciprocity,  gave  an 
oral  report,  which  was  accepted. 

Mrs.  N.  A.  Sinclair  (Fayetteville)  on  behalf  of  the  Wom- 
an's Civic  Association  of  Fayetteville,  extended  a  cordial  invi- 
tation to  the  Federation  to  hold  its  next  convention  in  that 
city.  The  invitation  was  accepted  with  thanks  by  vote  of  the 
convention. 

The  Committee  on  Courtesies,  through  its  Chairman,  Miss 
Lina  Eodman  ( Washington),  presented  a  report  expressing 
appreciation  of  the  many  attentions  and  kindnesses  shown  the 
Federation  during  its  eleventh  annual  convention  by  the  people 
of  New  Bern.     This  report,  with  several  additions,  was  adopted. 

A  poetic  expression  of  appreciation  of  New  Bern's  hos- 
pitality was  offered  by  Mrs.  Al  Fairbrother. 

It  was  moved  (Mrs.  M.  L.  Stover)  and  carried  that  a  rising 
vote  of  thanks  be  given  Mrs.  Fairbrother  for  her  faithful 
services  as  Chairman  of  the  Press  Committee  during  the 
convention. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Waddell,  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  was 
given  the  Eecording  Secretary,  Miss  Gertrude  Weil,  and  the 
stenographer,  Miss  Whichard,  for  their  work. 

Mrs.  Gotten  introduced  Miss  Fries,  the  incoming  President, 
who  responded  gracefully. 
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At  Mrs.  Gotten 's  request  Mrs.  Eeillej  introduced  the  other 
newly  elected  officers,  each  of  whom,  with  the  exception  of 
Mrs.  E.  K.  Graham,  who  was  absent,  made  a  brief  address. 

It  was  moved  (Mrs.  Eeilley)  and  carried  that  all  the  reso- 
lutions passed  at  this  convention,  including  recommendations 
adopted  in  reports,  be  published  together  in  the  year  book. 

After  a  benediction  by  Rev.  Mr.  Merfeld  the  meeting  ad- 
journed. 
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PRESIDENT'S   ADDRESS 

Mrs.   R.   R.    Gotten 


Large  assemblages  of  women,  interested  in  the  active  issues 
of  the  age  and  discussing  them  with  a  view  to  participating 
in  the  promotion  of  the  welfare  of  the  world,  are  no  longer  a 
novelty.  The  activities  of  women's  clubs  have  ceased  to  be 
the  subject  of  wonder  and  ridicule  because  women  have  proved 
that  the  real  foundation  principles  of  life,  the  happiness  and 
welfare  of  all,  alone  attract  their  organized  activities. 

Several  years  ago  many  thinking  men  gave  time  and  thought 
to  a  comparison  of  all  the  known  civilizations  of  the  world, 
seeking  to  find  wherein  our  modern  civilization  differs  from 
the  ancient  civilizations  so  as  to  give  promise  of  more  perma- 
ment  life.  They  declared  some  new,  vital  force — unknown  of 
old — must  be  found  in  the  new  civilization,  or  it  too  would 
soon  perish.  Many  learned  articles  were  written,  and  many 
new  elements  of  strength  were  found  to  exist,  such  as  the 
spread  of  Christianity,  universal  education,  the  decline  of 
slavery  all  over  the  world,  the  great  strides  in  science,  the 
phenomenal  growth  of  inventions,  and  many  other  things. 
Strange  to  relate,  none  of  the  investigators  discovered  the  fact 
that  the  new  force  present  in  modern  civilization,  which  is  to 
put  a  soul  into  it  and  thus  give  it  continued  life,  is  educated, 
christianized,  organized  womanJiood.  Not  education  alone,  not 
Christianity  alone,  not  woman  alone,  but  these  three  in  one, 
and  organised  for  united  effort.  This  trinity  of  forces  makes 
a  power  for  good  which  will  make  our  civilization  permanent, 
because  organized  womanhood  will  build  it  on  ethical  founda- 
tions, and  all  immortality  is  based  upon  morality.  Woman  has 
been  present  in  all  the  ages,  the  indispensable  factor  to  life; 
but  while  she  gave  the  race  its  life,  she  did  not  control  the 
conditions  under  which  that  life  continued.     She  was  not  edu- 
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cated;  her  conscience  slept,  soothed  by  her  confidence  in  man. 
Not  until  today  has  the  educated,  christianized  woman  come 
into  consciousness  of  her  power  and  responsibility.  Never  until 
to-day  have  her  activities  extended  beyond  the  limits  of  her 
own  household.  To-day  the  world  is  calling  her — and  she  is  re- 
sponding— sometimes  against  her  own  inclination,  often  against 
the  wish  of  man ;  but  the  summons  is  imperative :  she  must 
obey.  The  welfare  of  future  generations  calls  to  her  and 
the  mother-heart  of  the  world  responds.  The  law  of  evolu- 
tion needs  her  co-operation  to  the  end  that  a  better  race  may 
bless  the  earth,  and  only  through  her  can  man  be  won  to 
his  part  of  co-operation  with  this  law.  It  is  destiny — and  lo! 
the  world  becomes  brighter  and  better  where  her  influence 
is  felt,  for  she  is  recognized  as  the  prime  ethical  factor  in  all 
progress.  In  the  ever  present  conflict  between  good  and  evil 
she  is  ever  found  swelling  the  current  of  action  which  makes 
for  permanent  good,  and  striving  to  direct  those  currents  for 
the  betterment  of  the  world.  Now — educated,  christianized, 
aroused  to  her  duty,  and  organized — she  has  become  a  moral 
factor  in  the  civilization  of  a  world  which  once  regarded  her 
as  a  cipher — if  not  a  mistake. 

Civilization  is  the  Wine  of  Time,  produced  by  the  fermen- 
tation of  the  ages.  Note  the  fruit  juice  in  process  of  fermen- 
tation. The  bubbles  of  carbonic  acid  gas  escape  into  the  air, 
the  impurities  cease  their  disturbing  action  and  settle  to  the 
bottom,  and  clear,  sparkling,  stimulating  wine  is  the  result, 
which  cannot  deteriorate.  The  simile  holds  good.  The  fruit 
juice  is  natural  conditions  in  the  world;  the  bubbles  of  carbonic 
acid  gas  are  the  ceaseless  struggles  and  activities  which  char- 
acterize every  stage  of  life  and  every  era.  The  air  which 
absorbs  this  ceaseless  effort  is  Time;  the  impurities  represent 
discontent,  the  loss  of  life,  the  wasted  efforts,  the  sin  and 
sorrow  which  come  from  mistakes,  all  of  which  are  necessary 
to  the  fermentation  but  are  not  a  part  of  the  real  wine.  The 
result  of  these  forces  is  civilization,  w^hich,  like  wine,  grows 
better  with  age  and  stimulates  man  to  continued  effort.  May 
I  not  compare  woman  to  the  sugar,  without  which  the  wine 
is  inferior  and  deficient  in  flavor?     The  ancient  civilizations.

progressed  no  further  than  the  standard  of  womanhood  per- 
mitted, and  failed  because  the  sugar  had  not  heen  added  to 
the  ivine.  When  man  achieved  alone  the  limit  of  his  develop- 
ment the  civilization  began  to  decay.  Woman,  degraded  and 
esteemed  only  as  a  toy  or  for  pleasure,  was  a  clog  to  his  progress, 
and  so  he  had  to  return  to  her  level  and  begin  again  the 
ceaseless  struggle  upward.  Woman  is  man's  necessary  and 
natural  complement.  She  must  stand  by  his  side,  sharing  his 
destiny,  stimulating  his  activity — completing  the  unit  of  nature, 
and  proving  it  true  that  ' '  Useless  each  without  the  other. ' ' 
Now  all  is  changed.  The  magnificent  opportunities  which  make 
the  future  luminous,  signify  new  duties  for  the  use  of  new 
powers  gained,  and  willing  service  to  humanity.  Co-operating 
with  man  in  promoting  world-welfare  does  not  mean  that  they 
should  do  the  same  things,  but  that  they  should  work  together 
for  the  universal  good — as  they  must  inevitably  share  together 
the  universal  good  and  the  universal  evil.  Standing  by  his  side 
as  his  peer  and  co-worker,  with  her  hand  in  his,  and  her  heart 
responsive  to  his  love,  together  they  shall  prepare  a  new  civili- 
zation which  shall  endure,  for  from  her  soul  radiates  the  light 
in  which  both  may  walk  without  stumbling  in  the  effort  to 
attain  their  own  heritage  of  immortality,  and  the  immortality 
of  the  civilization  they  are  building. 

But  to-night  I  must  not  linger  even  on  such  an  inspiring 
subject  as  the  possibilities  of  womanhood.  I  must  speak  of 
the  work  of  the  North  Carolina  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs, 
which  is  an  organized  effort  for  that  universal  welfare  and  that 
moral  uplift  so  necessary  to  the  civilization  of  which  we  are  a 
part. 

Since  our  last  meeting  the  clubs  have  been  active  in  every 
line  of  work  represented  by  the  Federation.  I  have  been  spe- 
cially blest  with  faithful,  efl&cient  co-workers,  who  will  at  the 
proper  time  make  their  reports;  and  you  will  see  that  it  is 
they  who  have  made  possible  such  measure  of  success  as  has 
rewarded  our  efforts.  To  them,  and  to  every  club  woman  in 
this  Federation,  I  tender  my  thanks  for  the  cheerful  co-opera- 
tion and  assistance  they  have  given  to  my  efforts. 
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I  bring  you  the  glad  tidings  that  the  bill  we  espoused,  mak- 
ing women  eligible  to  certain  school  boards  in  North  Carolina, 
is  now  a  law.  The  gate  of  opportunity  is  no  longer  closed  to 
you,  and  the  fields  of  educational  effort  are  legally  yours. 
Generous  thanks  are  due  your  Committee  on  Legal  Status  of 
Women  for  its  untiring  perseverance  in  behalf  of  this  bill. 
Also  to  the  committee  from  the  Teachers'  Assembly,  with 
which  we  co-operated,  and  also  to  the  broad-minded  legislators 
who  supported  the  bill  through  all  its  vicissitudes.  It  was  not 
an  easy  task.  Twice  it  was  defeated,  but  the  third  time  our 
friends  made  battle  for  us  they  won. 

The  clubs,  almost  without  exception,  endorsed  the  bill,  and 
its  success  is  a  clear  demonstration  of  the  power  of  organized 
effort.  The  clubs  were  also  active  in  promoting  the  bills  for 
a  six  months  school  term,  for  compulsory  attendance,  and  for 
a  vital  statistics  law,  all  of  which  are  of  special  interest  to 
women. 

The  petition  from  the  Federation  for  the  establishment  of 
a  chair  of  Forestry  at  the  North  Carolina  University,  which 
was  endorsed  at  the  Winston-Salem  meeting,  was  presented  to 
the  Legislature,  but  was  not  successful,  because  a  small  appro- 
priation was  necessary  to  maintain  the  proposed  chair.  All 
Legislatures  seem  subject  to  sudden  spasms  of  economy  for 
which  no  remedy  has  yet  been  found.  It  remains  for  the 
Trustees  of  the  University  to  act  on  this  matter  when  they 
find  themselves  possessed  of  funds  to  maintain  a  chair  of 
Forestry. 

Now  that  the  educational  fields  have  been  opened  to  us,  it 
behooves  us  to  fulfill  the  expectations  of  our  friends,  and  dis- 
appoint the  prophecies  of  our  opponents  by  proving  ourselves 
worthy  of  this  confidence.  Let  every  clubwoman  take  a  per- 
sonal interest  in  all  women  placed  on  school  boards  of  any 
kind  and  encourage  and  help  them  in  their  attempts  to  per- 
form these  new  duties.     They  will  need  your  encouragement. 

Many  years  ago,  in  front  of  an  old  tavern  in  the  city  of 
London,  according  to  the  customs  of  that  day,  hung  a  creak- 
ing sign  bearing  the  name  of  the  tavern,  to  indicate  that 
there  travelers  might  find  rest  and  comfort.     On  this  swinging 
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sign  was  painted  a  full  sized  figure  of  a  woman,  without  a  head, 
and  underneath  the  name  of  the  tavern,  ' '  The  Perfect 
Woman".  The  inference  is  easy.  The  perfect  woman  of  that 
day  did  not  need  a  head.  She  was  entitled  to  hands  because 
with  them  she  ministered  to  the  needs  of  the  world.  She  was 
entitled  to  feet  because  she  never  wearied  in  serving  the  sick 
and  the  well.  She  was  entitled  to  a  heart,  because  her  love 
warmed  the  earth  and  made  it  a  pleasant  place,  but  she  did 
not  need  a  head.  The  perfect  man  furnished  head  for  both  and 
for  the  whole  family.  To-day  this  is  changed.  Education  has 
stirred  into  activity  the  brain  cells  of  woman  and  she  has 
learned  to  use  her  head.  Now  she  must  prove  by  her  sane 
deeds  her  right  to  a  complete  anatomy.  I  hope  our  women 
will  remember  this  when  entering  new  fields  of  activity. 
Strive  to  prove  your  right  to  possess  brains  by  the  sane,  intel- 
ligent use  you  make  of  them. 

In  obedience  to  the  will  of  the  federated  clubs,  expressed  at 
the  last  convention,  the  North  Carolina  Federation  has  been 
legally  incorporated,  and  certificates  of  stock  have  been  pre- 
pared for  the  clubs  which  have  contributed  to  the  Endowment. 
They  are  ready  to  be  presented  at  the  proper  time.  An  ofiicial 
seal  has  also  been  made  from  a  design  made  and  presented 
to  the  Federation  by  the  present  Art  Chairman,  Mrs.  E.  F.  Eeid, 
of  Lenoir.  This  charter  secures  all  the  rights  of  corporations 
to  the  Federation,  and  the  Endowment,  if  persevered  in,  will 
give  a  good  financial  status,  which  in  the  future  will  make 
possible  many  things  which  are  now  impossible  to  accomplish. 
We  do  not  wish  or  intend  to  commercialize  our  efforts,  but  the 
grim  fact  is  before  us  that  we  cannot  even  do  good  without 
money.  Worthy  girls  are  needing  help  to  gain  the  education 
which  will  make  them  efficient  women,  social  service  is  invit- 
ing our  united  energies  in  many  fields  of  reform,  but  all  these 
things  call  for  money  in  their  accomplishment.  So  I  implore 
the  federated  clubwomen  to  persevere  in  the  effort  to  secure 
an  Endowment  until  it  shall  have  become  the  means  of  making 
them  more  useful,  more  helpful  to  suffering,  struggling  human- 
ity. 
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I  reeommend  that  at  this  convention  three  trustees  be 
elected  to  assume  permanent  charge  of  the  Endowment.  They 
should  recommend  the  best  way  to  invest  the  money  and  advise 
as  to  the  use  of  the  income  derived  from  it.  Under  the  Con- 
stitution the  Chairman  of  Finance  would  naturally  have  in  hand 
the  collecting  of  contributions  to  this  fund,  and  her  interest 
is  always  assured.  She  would  legitimately  become  one  of 
these  trustees,  serving  for  two  years,  supposing  she  would  serve 
during  the  incumbency  of  the  President  who  appoints  her. 

Other  trustees  should  be  elected  for  four  and  six  years 
respectively,  thus  assuring  always  one  experienced  woman  as 
trustee  in  charge  of  the  fund,  with  knowledge  of  Federation 
needs  and  wisdom  to  make  recommendations. 

While  planning  for  our  own  Endowment,  we  must  not  for- 
get the  General '  Federation  Endowment.  The  apportionment 
for  North  Carolina  ($500)  has  not  yet  been  realized.  It  will 
be  discussed  at  this  meeting  and  decided  what  we  will  do  in 
regard  to  meeting  that  obligation.  North  Carolina  has  never 
failed  to  meet  her  honorable  obligations,  and  I  know  our 
women  can  be  depended  on  to  do  what  is  right. 

Upon  authority  from  the  Council  there  have  been  prepared 
certificates  of  individual  membership,  so  that  now  each  club- 
woman can  possess  a  visible  testimonial  of  her  affiliation  with 
the  North  Carolina  Federation  of  Clubs.  These  certificates  will 
be  duly  presented  and  explained. 

A  motto  for  our  Federation  is  very  desirable.  The  request 
for  mottoes  from  which  to  choose  a  suitable  one  has  been  sent 
to  all  clubs.  A  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  will 
select  the  most  appropriate,  which  will  be  submitted  to  this 
convention  for  official  choice. 

The  district  meetings — called  Eeciprocity  Day — have  been 
observed  by  several  clubs,  but  the  great  value  of  such  occas- 
ions is  not  yet  fully  realized.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  attending 
such  celebrations  at  Charlotte,  Greensboro,  and  Faison,  where 
my  heart  was  made  glad  by  much  loyalty,  enthusiasm,  and 
genuine  club-spirit.  I  heartily  recommend  to  all  clubs  the 
observance  of  Eeciprocity  Day  every  year,  alternating  in  hos- 
pitality. 
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Many  bright  visions  of  beautiful  things  to  be  accomplished 
which  I  dreamed  in  the  beginning  of  my  term  of  ofl&ce  have 
failed  of  fruition,  which  possibly  is  the  experience  of  all  who 
strive.  A  poet  has  said,  ' '  'tis  better  to  have  loved  and  lost, 
than  never  to  have  loved  at  all,"  and  so  I  find  comfort  in 
believing  it  is  better  to  have  tried  and  failed,  than  never  to 
have  tried  at  all.  Continuous  effort  must  bring  a  reward,  and 
we  will  continue  to  strive  for  the  advance  of  North  Carolina 
womanhood — which  includes  North  Carolina  manhood  and 
North  Carolina  childhood,  for  the  three  are  forever  inseparable, 
and  forever  appeal  to  the  highest  instincts  of  our  natures. 

The  Federation  we  have  formed  no  selfish  aim  shall  blight, 
Together  we  will  ever  stand  for  Progress  and  for  Eight; 
May  wisdom  guide  us  as  we  strive  to  make  the  earth  less  sad, 
While  high  ideals  shall  lead  us  on,  and  love  shall  make  life  glad.

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REPORTS  OF  DEPARTMENTS 

(Condensed) 


ART 

Mrs.  E.  F.  Reid,   Chairman 

Eemembering  that  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  impressions 
of  childhood  are  received  through  the  eye,  and  realizing  how 
little  has  been  done  to  beautify  many  of  our  poorest  rural 
school  buildings,  two  years  ago  we  decided  to  ask  the  clubs 
throughout  the  State  to  give  at  least  one  good  picture,  neatly 
but  inexpensively  framed,  to  the  poorest  rural  school  building 
in  each  county.  Forty-five  pictures  have  been  given  during 
this  time,  twenty-five  of  them  having  been  given  during  the 
past  year.  The  influence  which  some  of  these  pictures  have 
already  exerted  is  far  greater  than  we  anticipated,  and  we  wish 
to  thank  all  the  clubs  for  their  generous  gifts. 

The  work  of  this  Department  is  being  furthered  in  various 
ways.  The  Wilmington  Sorosis  gave  an  art  exhibit  last  winter. 
All  of  the  pictures  were  painted  or  drawn  by  local  talent.  The 
exhibit  was  a  great  success  and  brought  to  light  much  artistic 
talent  hitherto  unknown  to  most  of  the  citizens. 


CIVICS 

Mrs.  T.  W.  Lingle,  Chairman 

The  great  subject  of  civic  betterment  is  occupying  the 
minds  of  the  most  progressive  and  wide-awake  people  in  our 
country.  To  keep  in  touch  with  national  and  world-wide  civic 
topics  through  the  press  and  every  possible  avenue,  and  to 
adapt  and  transmit  the  matters  of  local  value  to  our  leagues 
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and  clubs,  has  been  one  of  the  aims  of  this  Department.  A 
second  aim  has  been  to  create  clubs  in  localities  where  thej  did 
not  already  exist.  Many  requests  have  come  from  individuals 
for  plans,  suggestions,  and  literature,  which  have  been  answered 
in  the  hope  of  making  the  path  plain  and  straight  for  the 
beginners  in  civics. 

The  work  for  the  past  year  shows  an  alertness  on  the  part 
of  our  members  to  the  problems  and  needs  of  the  community. 
Many  sanitary  regulations  have  been  passed  and  enforced  as 
the  result  of  civic  club  activity.  Public  buildings  and  their 
grounds  have  been  vastly  improved.  Two  clubs  are  now  at  the 
work  of  establishing  public  playgrounds.  Rest  rooms  for  the 
school  teachers  and  for  public  use  have  been  planned,  as  has 
also  a  club  room  for  boys.  Public  libraries  have  been  estab- 
lished and  maintained,  thus  promoting  the  intellectual,  social, 
and  civic  life  of  the  toT\Ti.  One  club  has  taken  stock  in  a 
newspaper  soon  to  be  started,  which  will  give  the  club  an 
opportunity  to  put  matters  of  interest  before  the  public.  An- 
other progressive  step  has  been  taken  by  one  of  the  clubs  by 
affiliating  with  the  American  Civic  Association.  Civic  speakers 
have  addressed  many  communities.  Junior  civic  leagues  are 
being  organized  and  their  activities  perfected.  These  leagues 
have  been  formed  in  negro  as  well  as  in  white  schools.  County 
Commissioners  requested  to  have  a  committee  from  the  club 
appointed  to  visit  the  county  home  and  jail,  with  the  view  of 
suggesting  needed  reforms.  One  club  has  secured  through  co-op- 
eration with  city  authorities  a  meat  and  milk  inspector,  who 
is  now  striving  with  the  markets  and  dairies.  Individual  pride 
and  public  sentiment  regarding  the  improvement  of  civic 
conditions  is  thus  being  stimulated. 

The  stereopticon  lantern  presented  to  the  Federation  at  the 
last  annual  meeting  it  has  been  impossible  to  get  into  use 
before  this  time.  The  requests  foT  it  have  all  been  filed. 
The  clubs  desiring  the  use  of  the  lantern,  slides,  and  lecture 
will  be  notified  as  soon  as  it  is  ready  to  send  out. 
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CONSERVATION 

Mrs.  William  J.  Cocke,  Chairman 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  we  report  the  failure  to  estab- 
lish the  Chair  of  Forestry  in  the  State  University  curriculum. 
This  was  due  to  no  lack  of  untiring  interest  upon  the  part  of 
Honorable  Walter  Murphy  in  his  efforts  before  the  State  Leg- 
islature, nor  to  a  lack  of  personal  and  sympathetic  support  and 
work  given  by  our  honored  President,  but  to  the  lack  of  money. 
Our  State  administration,  facing  a  deficit  of  several  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  hesitated  to  add  more  to  its  already  heavily 
burdened  tax-payers. 


EDUCATION 

Mrs.    M.   L.    Stover,    Chairman 

The  work  of  the  Education  Committee  falls  into  two  divis- 
ions— the  placing  of  the  scholarships  given  by  institutions  of 
learning  in  the  State,  and  the  work  that  can  be  done  foy  edu- 
cation through  the  clubs. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  fourteen  scholar- 
ships at  our  disposal.     One  was  withdrawn  during  the  year. 

Fifty  dollars  which  this  Department  had  to  its  credit  was 
loaned  to  a  young  lady  who  was  completing  her  course  at  the 
State  Normal  College  through  the  Federation  Loan  Fund. 
$135.38  of  the  total  amount  of  $250,  including  interest,  has 
been  returned  by  this  young  lady.  As  it  is  returned  it  is 
placed  in  the  treasury  of  the  Federation. 

Through  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  women,  led  by  our 
President  and  Miss  Eoyster,  we  have  a  law  making  women  elig- 
ible to  serve  on  school  boards  and  as  trustees  of  schools,  col- 
leges, institutions  where  women  are  confined,  and  sub  text -book 
commissions.  It  is  largely  due  to  the  influence  of  women  that 
North  Carolina  has  a  six  months  school  law. 

Through  the  '  *  Comparative  Study  of  the  Public  School 
Systems,"  compiled  by  the  Eussell  Sage  Foundation,  we  learn 
that  North  Carolina  stands  near  or  at  the  foot  of  the  list  in 
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all  the  ten  tests  applied:  i.  e.,  as  to  the  amount  of  money 
expended,  illiteracy,  amount  of  teachers'  salaries,  days  of 
schooling,  etc.  To  have  knowledge  of  these  facts  and  condi- 
tions is  to  assume  responsibility  for  them.  In  view  of  the 
publicity  of  this  report,  the  clubs  of  North  Carolina  can  do 
no  greater  work  than  concentrate  all  effort  to  raise  the  stand- 
ard of  education  in  our  State. 

At  the  solicitation  of  the  Education  Chairman  of  the  Gen- 
eral Federation,  which  has  undertaken  educational  research 
work  for  a  record  as  to  normal  colleges  in  the  United  States 
teaching  social  hygiene,  it  was  ascertained  that  this  subject 
forms  a  part  of  the  regular  course  of  instruction  at  our  State 
Normal  College  in  connection  with  physiology,  and  is  elective 
to  juniors  and  seniors.  It  is  also  customary  to  include  this 
subject  in  formal  talks  given  to  the  senior  class  before  leaving 
the  college. 

There  are  sixteen  clubs  in  the  Federation  doing  distinctively 
educational  work. 

Every  club  should  have  an  Education  committee,  whether  it 
be  a  literary,  art,  music,  household  economics,  or  civic  club, 
for  the  reason  that  this  committee  could  see  whether  these  sub- 
jects are  given  the  proper  attention  in  the  schools.  Domestic 
science  and  manual  training,  civics,  and  health  should  be 
taught  in  the  schools  throughout  the  State,  and  the  clubs  as 
a  working  force  could  see  that  it  be  done,  or  know  why  not. 
Work  for  this  committee  would  include  (1)  a  creation  of  a 
desire  for  these  things  on  the  part  of  the  people,  (2)  the  en- 
forcing of  truancy  laws,  where  these  exist,  (3)  the  reporting 
of  children  of  school  age  at  work  or  truant,  (4)  the  encourage- 
ment of  high  school  lectures  on  civic  educational  lines  and 
social  problems,  (5)  the  promotion  of  the  county  school  com- 
mencements, which  may  be  developed  into  a  sort  of  county  fair. 

It  is  not  enough  that  women  have  been  granted  the  privilege 
to  serve  on  educational  boards.  When  changes  are  to  be  made 
in  the  appointment  of  school  boards  we  should  seize  the  oppor- 
tunity to  put  a  qualified  woman  on  each  board.  Women  who 
are  qualified  for  this  work,  when  ^'called"  should  rise  to  the 
occasion  and  render  the  service  that  is  needed. 
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The  following  suggestions  are  given  for  the  thoughtful 
consideration  of  the  clubs: 

That  the  Education  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Fed- 
eration confer  with  the  Joint  Committee  of  School  Patrons  in 
our  effort  to  interest  all  women  of  the  State  in  achieving  higher 
educational  standards; 

That  a  member  of  the  Education  Committee  be  at  the  head 
of  a  sub-committee  on  Peace; 

That  the  subject  of  Peace  be  given  a  place  upon  the  next 
annual  convention  program,  and  all  clubs  place  it  upon  their 
club  programs  for  next  year; 

That,  where  there  are  more  than  one  applicant  for  a  scholar- 
ship, it  be  decided  by  competitive  examination  given  by  the 
county  or  city  superintendent  of  schools; 

That  all  study  or  civic  clubs  give  some  time  to  the  study 
of  engineering,  municipal  housekeeping,  and  the  North  Carolina 
public  school  law,  and  learn  the  terms  of  the  special  charter 
under  which  their  schools  operate; 

That  clubwomen  know  the  ordinances  affecting  health  and 
life.  (Lectures  on  this  and  related  subjects  may  be  had  from 
State  ofBLcials  and  other  experts.) 

That  clubwomen  familiarize  themselves  with  such  subjects 
as  prison  methods,  women  in  industry,  children's  gardens,  na- 
tional fight  for  health,  schools  as  social  centers,  equal  suffrage, 
etc. 

The  necessity  of  a  loan  fund  to  help  needy  girls  is  shown 
from  the  fact  that  two  applied  for  help  from  the  Federation 
last  year,  and  a  young  lady  was  forced  to  leave  the  Eastern 
Training  School  a  week  or  ten  days  before  completing  her 
course  for  the  lack  of  $5.00,  which  would  have  covered  her 
expenses  and  enabled  her  to  receive  her  diploma. 


HEALTH 


Mrs.    George  F.   Ross,    Chairman 

The  Health  Department  concentrated  its  efforts  during  the 
first  part  of  the  year  on  helping  to  get  the  vital  statistics  bill 
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passed  by  means  of  individual  and  collective  co-operation. 
Now  that  the  bill  has  become  a  law,  let  us  be  unfailing  in 
our  efforts  to  have  it  complied  with,  by  seeing  that  all  births 
and  deaths  of  which  we  hear,  both  among  our  own  race  and  the 
negroes,  are  properly  recorded. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-four  letters  and  postals  were  sent 
out  by  the  Department  during  the  year  and  a  copy  of  the  Health 
Eesolutions  adopted  by  the  General  Federation  at  the  Biennial 
in  San  Francisco  was  also  sent  to  each  club. 

Much  has  been  accomplished  along  health  lines.  Many  of 
the  clubs  sold  Red  Cross  seals  in  December,  and  in  this  way 
gained  money  to  use  in  the  fight  against  tuberculosis.  Many 
have  bettered  the  unsanitary  conditions  of  their  towns,  and 
had  ' '  clean-up  day  ".  "  Don 't  Spit ' '  placards  obtained  from 
the  State  Board  of  Health  have  been  distributed.  Lectures 
have  been  given  on  Home  Sanitation,  Mouth  Infection,  Eugen- 
ics, etc.  Market  conditions  have  been  improved,  and  market 
men  induced  to  put  in  window  and  door  screens.  One  club 
bought  a  number  of  fly  traps  which  were  found  to  be  very 
successful;  they  also  agitated  the  control  of  the  fly  nuisance 
by  some  municipal  act,  and  had  the  town  cleaned  up  to  get 
rid  of  the  mosquitoes.  This  same  club  is  working  to  have  the 
town  put  up  an  incinerating  plant  for  the  destruction  of  refuse. 
Health  talks  have  been  given  to  the  negroes  by  a  number  of 
clubs.  Many  clubs  have  been  working  for  medical  inspection 
in  schools.  Though  this  has  not  yet  been  obtained,  a  great 
deal  of  sentiment  has  been  created  in  regard  to  the  matter, 
and  we  hope  that  during  the  coming  year  it  will  be  an  accom- 
plished fact,  not  only  in  those  places  where  the  question  has 
already  been  agitated  but  in  many  more  of  our  cities  and 
towns.     At  present  there  are  very  few  that  have  it. 

A  communication  from  the  Health  Department  of  the  Gen- 
eral Federation  has  just  been  received,  requesting  the  various 
clubs  of  the  State  to  take  charge  of  instituting  Baby  Health 
Contests  in  connection  with  the  state  fair  and  the  county  fairs. 
This  Department  hopes  that  the  clubs  will  enter  heartily  into 
this  plan.  We  will  be  glad  to  furnish  all  necessary  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  carrying  it  out. 
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HOUSEHOLD  ECONOMICS 

Mrs.  A.  Oettinger,   Chairman 

The  work  has  been  the  continuation  of  the  plan  adopted 
last  year  in  the  recommendations  set  forth  in  the  report,  and 
has  been  threefold  in  its  endeavors: 

1.  To  co-operate  and  arrange  with  the  State  Normal  Col- 
leg  and  other  institutions  in  securing  Household  Economics 
lecturers  for  extension  work. 

2.  To  co-operate  with  Girls'  Tomato  Clubs. 

3.  To  encourage  the  teaching  of  Domestic  Science  in  Pub- 
lic Schools. 

We  have  written  86  letters  with  reference  to  programs,  work 
of  the  Department,  etc.;  sent  out  172  circular  letters  of  recom- 
mendation and  inquiries,  and  report  having  answered  all  re- 
quests. From  50  letters  of  inquiry  sent  out  to  clubs  we  find 
in  all  a  forward  movement.  Thirty-one  clubs  have  a  department 
for  this  study,  while  twenty-five  clubs  have  devoted  one  or 
more  sessions  to  household  economies.  This  is  a  slight  gain  in 
per  cent,  over  the  number  reporting  last  year.  The  greater 
gain,  however,  has  come  in  the  increase  of  class  and  depart- 
mental work.  Thirty-six  clubs  report  courses  of  lectures,  cook- 
ing demonstrations  and  study  classes.  Clubs  all  over  the  State 
are  studying  this  subject,  placing  household  economics  books  in 
public  libraries,  co-ordinating  it  to  meet  the  housekeeper's 
needs,  holding  household  conferences  and  helping  to  secure 
domestic  science  in  public  schools.  A  number  of  clubs  have 
gone  into  the  practical  part  of  home  making  by  giving  public 
demonstrations  in  the  preparation  of  food,  the  use  of  modern 
appliances,  etc.  Other  clubs  have  obtained  by  united  efforts 
sanitary  market  inspection  committees  in  their  respective  towns, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  inspect  conditions  of  markets  and  groceries. 

Last  August  Dr.  Foust,  President  of  the  State  Normal  Col- 
lege, met  in  Greensboro  with  the  Household  Economics  Com- 
mittee, and  plans  were  made  for  the  College  Extension  work 
which  he  proposed  doing  in  co-operation  with  the  federated 
clubs.  Goldsboro,  Asheboro,  and  Morganton  were  selected  as 
the  points  for  this  work.     Beginning  with  December  and  con- 
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tinuing  through  April,  a  course  of  36  lectures  with  accom- 
panying demonstrations  have  been  given  at  these  three  places 
by  faculty  of  the  Normal  College.  The  lectures  embraced  all 
subjects  pertaining  to  sanitation,  decoration  and  management 
of  the  home,  food  adulterations,  cooking  and  domestic  science 
in  public  schools,  etc.  The  reports  coming  from  this  work  have 
been  gratifying,  showing  good  attendance  and  decided  inter- 
est manifested. 

Letters  were  sent  to  each  club  president  suggesting  means 
for  co-operation  and  support  in  the  work  of  the  Girls'  Tomato 
Clubs.  Over  five  hundred  recipes  were  also  sent  for  distribution 
among  the  tomato  clubs.  A  number  of  clubs  report  that  their 
members  have  lent  their  personal  services  by  giving  practical 
demonstrations  before  the  tomato  clubs,  and  have  also  en- 
deavored to  increase  the  sale  of  canned  tomatoes. 

The  number  of  public  schools  giving  some  work  along  house- 
hold economics  line  has  increased  decidedly.  Eleven  schools 
in  our  State  have  added  domestic  science  to  their  course  of 
study, — an  increase  of  five  schools  in  the  past  two  years.  We 
believe  that  the  introduction  of  domestic  science  into  the  schools 
is  the  greatest  service  that  the  clubwomen  of  North  Carolina 
can  render  the  children  of  the  State. 

We  recommend  that  the  Household  Economic  Departments 
co-operate  with  Farmers'  Institutes  and  in  a  practical  way 
encourage  women  to  form  clubs  and  meet  regularly  for  the 
improvement  of  home  life  and  domestic  duties,  thereby  helping 
them  to  live  better,  broader,  and  more  useful  lives.  We  espe- 
cially urge  the  clubs  to  study  the  inner  problems  of  the  home, 
the  care  and  feeding  of  children,  household  management,  sani- 
tation, labor  saving  devices,  and  the  interior  decoration  of  the 
home.  We  also  recommend  that  every  club  not  already  doing 
this  work  will  establish  a  pure  food  committee,  the  purpose  of 
which  shall  be  to  work  for  sanitary  conditions  and  secure  a 
local  pure  food  and  market  sanitation  ordinance.  Again  we 
urge  co-operation  with  the  Girls'  Tomato  Clubs,  and  with  the 
State  Normal  and  other  colleges  for  lecturers  and  extension 
work. 
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LIBRARY   EXTENSION 

Though  this  Department  was  prevented  from  doing  much 
aggressive  work  on  account  of  circumstances  over  which  it  had 
no  control,  nevertheless  some  work  has  been  done. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Council  in  January  to 
investigate  the  library  situation  reports  seventeen  cases  all  con- 
taining books,  but  many  of  them  in  need  of  repair;  four  in 
very  good  condition;  one  large  box  unopened;  and  six  hun- 
dred books,  many  of  these  also  in  very  bad  condition.  A 
number  of  these  books  were  given  to  the  Betterment  Society  of 
Vance  County  and  are  being  used.  There  is  a  cash  balance  of 
$118. 


LITERATURE 

Mrs.  Frank  Martin,  Chairman 

Fifty-seven  out  of  eighty-two  of  our  clubs  are  registered  for 
literary  or  historical  study.  Out  of  a  membership  of  3198 
about  1850  members  are  taking  study  courses.  These  cover 
a  wide  range  of  subjects,  the  tendency  being  to  select  more 
definite  topics  and  study  them  more  systematically.  A  few 
have  taken  the  Bay  View  course;  a  large  number  have  had  lec- 
tures, bearing  on  their  line  of  study. 

One  outcome  of  this  work  has  been  the  university  extension 
movement  with  its  many  possibilities  for  larger  development. 
We  feel  that  clubwomen  should  be  congratulated  that  they  have 
been  important  factors  in  bringing  about  the  great  educational 
awakening  in  our  State,  And  it  is  only  through  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  women  that  the  present  plans  for  formal  uni- 
versity extension  work  can  become  a  success. 

It  is  with  great  pride  that  we  note  the  rapid  strides  made  by 
our  women  in  club  work  in  the  last  few  years, — the  improve- 
ment in  style  of  year  books,  the  thorough  and  clever  work 
done  on  papers,  their  willingness  to  give  more  time  to  sys- 
tematic study. 

Fifteen  clubs  took  part  in  the  literary  contest;  the  contri- 
butions  illustrated   superior  talent.     The   two  poems   selected, 
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* '  Limitations '  ^  and  ' '  Echoes '  \  were  written  by  Mrs.  Charles 
Ives,  of  New  Bern.  '  *  Across  the  Sauratown '  \  by  Mrs.  Gordon 
Finger,  brought  out  forcibly  the  versatility  as  well  as  club 
pride  of  the  Charlotte  club.  Now  that  the  contest  has  become 
an  established  fact,  we  think  it  would  be  well  for  a  loving- 
cup  or  some  tangible  award  to  be  given,  and  the  club  that 
wins  five  years  successively  be  given  the  permanent  ownership 
of  it. 


MUSIC 

Mrs.    E.    P.    Tingley 


Owing  to  a  combination  of  circumstances  it  was  impossible 
to  carry  out  the  aggressive  program  planned  for  the  year. 
However,  early  in  the  year  a  letter  was  sent  to  each  club  ask- 
ing co-operation  in  establishing  proper  musical  instruction  in 
the  public  schools.  Very  many  replied  that  they  had  no  music 
department  so  could  do  nothing.  The  High  Point  Club  has  the 
assurance  of  the  placing  of  a  supervisor  of  music  in  their 
schools  this  fall.  The  most  encouraging  news  is  the  appoint- 
ment of  Mr.  Wade  Brown,  of  the  State  Normal,  as  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Music  Department  of  the  State  Teachers' 
Assembly.  This  Assembly  is  working  to  raise  the  standard 
of  all  teachers,  and  we  must  work  with  them,  especially  in 
establishing  a  standard  for  music  teachers. 

Several  of  the  clubs  have  carried  out  the  recommendation 
made  last  year  to  adopt  the  plan  of  study  outlined  by  the 
National  Federation  of  Music  Clubs,  notably  the  Ealeigh 
Woman's  Club  and  the  Greensboro  Euterpe.  The  Charlotte 
Woman's  Club  and  High  Point  will  fall  in  line  next  year. 
The  music  department  of  the  Oxford  Civic  League  arranged  the 
program  for  their  Reciprocity  Day  in  November,  gave  a  pro- 
gram of  American  composers  in  February,  and  had  a  piano 
recital  of  Mr.  John  Powell,  of  Richmond,  Va.  The  music  tour 
planned  by  the  Treble  Clef  (of  the  Charlotte  Woman's  Club) 
was  carried  out  successfully  from  an  artistic  point  of  view. 
The  New  Bern  Club,  at  the  very  head  of  the  list  musically, 
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is  doing  good  choral  work;  they  also  report  music  on  the  grade 
basis  in  their  public  school. 

Only  one  new  scholarship  has  been  received,  a  second  one  at 
Salem  Academy.  The  scholarships  at  Peace,  Durham,  Salem 
Academy,  Greensboro  College  for  Women,  and  Littleton  College 
are  filled  quite  acceptably  as  far  as  we  know.  The  young  girl 
at  the  Normal  and  Collegiate  has  been  too  ill  to  attend  since 
January,  but  it  was  too  late  to  replace  her.  We  thought  wise 
to  leave  the  place  open,  hoping  she  might  be  able  to  return 
next  year.  We  were  not  informed  that  the  young  lady  at  the 
State  Normal  had  not  returned  until  we  wrote  to  get  her  report. 
Dr.  Foust  says  it  is  open  for  any  eligible  young  lady.  This 
information  should  be  spread  among  the  clubs  and  the  chair- 
man communicated  with  so  that  all  the  places  may  be  used  an- 
other year. 

A  call  has  come  from  the  General  Federation  for  a  Federa- 
tion song;  words  have  been  submitted,  and  when  these  are 
adopted  they  will  be  sent  to  each  state  chairman  of  Music  to 
be  set  to  music;  after  that  they  will  be  submitted  for  accept- 
ance at  the  Biennial  in  Chicago  next  year.  There  is  also  a  call 
for  a  song  for  Mother's  Day.  We  hope  to  see  our  women  take 
an  active  interest  in  both  instances. 

Every  club  has  been  appealed  to  for  a  two  cent  stamp  per 
capita  contribution  in  the  hope  that  the  amount  raised  would  be 
enough  to  pay  for  a  medal,  cover  all  Department  expenses, 
and  give  a  substantial  amount  to  the  Endowment  Fund.  Of  our 
eighty-two  clubs,  only  seventeen  responded.  Of  the  composi- 
tions submitted  in  the  music  contest.  The  Cradle  Song,  by  Miss 
Janie  Patterson,  won  the  medal.

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PUBLICITY 

Mrs.  T.   B.  Tyson,   Chairman 

The  work  of  Publicity  has  been  done  chiefly  through  the 
columns  of  the  Keystone,  the  official  organ  of  the  Federation; 
accounts  of  the  proceedings  of  the  annual  conventions  have  also 
been  sent  daily  to  the  State  papers.  Since  the  last  convention 
in  Winston-Salem,  there  have  been  nine  issues  of  the  Keystone, 
printing  ten  and  a  half  pages  of  North  Carolina  club  news 
written  directly  to  the  clubwomen,  including  a  full  report  of 
the  Winston-Salem  meeting.  Eeports  from  the  State  President 
and  Treasurer,  the  Chairmen  of  Art,  Library  Extension,  House- 
hold Economics,  Social  Service,  and  of  the  committee  on  the 
Legal  Status  of  Women  in  North  Carolina  explained  their 
work.  A  full  report  of  the  Tarboro  Council,  the  program 
of  the  New  Bern  Convention,  and  special  reports  from  forty 
individual  clubs  were  published. 

The  work  of  this  Department  falls  chiefly  into  two  divis- 
ions: First,  to  secure  contributions  of  notes  of  interest  from 
every  federated  club,  and  from  officers  and  chairmen  of  depart- 
ments of  the  Federation;  and  second,  to  get  these  reports  into 
circulation  among  all  the  clubs  in  the  Federation,  thereby 
stimulating  every  woman  to  know  what  others  are  doing.  In 
order  to  achieve  such  results,  your  chairman  wrote  to  every 
club  president,  and  to  State  chairmen,  stating  that  the  North 
Carolina  column  in  the  Keystone  was  at  their  disposal  at  any 
time,  and  urged  them  to  send  frequent  reports  of  their  activi- 
ties. As  a  result,  a  gratifying  increase  of  interest  is  evidenced 
by  the  fact  that  the  Keystone  goes  to  more  North  Carolina 
clubwomen  now  than  at  any  other  previous  time. 

To  keep  up  this  publication  and  to  make  it  of  real  value 
our  Southern  clubwomen  must  read  it  and  subscribe  to  it.  The 
subscription  price  is  only  fifty  cents.  The  Keystone  with  the 
General  Federation  Bulletin  is  priced  as  a  special  combination 
offer  of  $1.25  instead  of  $1.50.  Subscriptions  will  be  gladly 
received  by  the  Chairman  of  this  Department. 
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RECIPROCITY 

Mrs.    A.    H.    Powell,    Chairman 

During  the  past  year  requests  have  been  received  from 
about  seventy-five  women  and  in  nearly  every  case  the  Bureau 
has  been  able  to  furnish  either  papers,  clippings,  or  references 
pertinent  to  the  subject. 

A  number  of  well  prepared  manuscripts  and  many  year 
books  and  clippings  have  been  filed  by  the  Department  through 
the  co-operation  of  the  clubs.  We  recommend  to  the  Federa- 
tion the  continued  support  of  this  Department,  and  urge  all 
clubs  to  forward  to  the  Keciprocity  Bureau  papers,  manuscripts, 
year  books,  etc.,  which  may  be  helpful  in  any  phase  of  club 
work.  Only  by  aid  and  co-operation  can  a  real  Bureau  of 
Information  be  established  for  the  clubwomen  of  North  Caro- 
lina. 

No  catalogue  has  been  prepared  this  year  on  account  of 
the  expense;  but  a  list  of  the  new  manuscripts,  etc.,  has  been 
carefully  kept  and  filed. 


SOCIAL    SERVICE 


Through  the  President  of  the  Georgia  Federation,  our 
President,  Mrs.  Gotten,  came  in  touch  with  the  work  of  the 
Golden  Valley  Institute,  at  Golden,  Rutherford  County,  N.  C. 
The  principal  of  the  Institute  offered  it  for  sale  to  the  Fed- 
eration. After  due  consideration  the  President  and  the  Chair- 
man decided  that  the  obligation  would  be  too  great  for  us  to 
assume  at  this  time,  and  the  matter  was  dropped. 

Philanthropic  endeavor  is  increasing  among  us.  Twelve 
clubs  either  have  departments  or  committees  on  Social  Service, 
and  a  number  of  others  have  shown  a  marked  interest  in 
various  lines  of  welfare  work. 

The  Asheboro  Woman's  Club  has  visited  the  County  Home 
and  jail  and  made  recommendations  to  the  county  commis- 
sioners.    At  the  suggestion  of  the  club  a  room  has  been  fitted 
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up  in  the  courthouse  for  the  convenience  of  women  who  have 
come  to  town  shopping. 

A  public  meeting  in  the  interest  of  social  service  addressed 
by  prominent  speakers  was  a  special  feature  of  the  Charlotte 
club's  work. 

The  Greensboro  Woman's  Club  has  clothed  and  sent  to 
school  two  dependent  children,  collected  a  wood  fund  for  the 
poor,  supplied  ice  and  milk  in  the  summer  to  sick  babies  and 
distributed  second-hand  clothing.  This  club  obtained  an  anti- 
tuberculosis fund  by  selling  Red  Cross  seals. 

The  High  Point  Club  has  conducted  a  successful  social  set- 
tlement during  the  year  with  a  skilled  head  worker  in  charge. 
Besides  the  special  occasions  at  Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  etc., 
the  regular  class  work  of  sewing,  basketry,  cooking,  study,  and 
Bible  story-hour  has  been  kept  up.  The  total  aggregate  attend- 
ance up  to  April  1st  is  3200.  This  club  has  provided  nurses 
for  four  sick  women  in  their  homes,  assisted  in  paying  hos- 
pital expenses  of  two  women,  placed  two  af&icted  children  in 
an  orthopedic  hospital,  provided  glasses  for  two  young  people 
with  defective  vision,  purchased  a  brace  for  a  crippled  boy, 
secured  school  books  for  ten  children,  distributed  new  garments 
to  the  amount  of  over  $30.00,  and  given  out  a  large  quantity  of 
second  hand  clothing.  The  social  service  department  of  this 
club  has  received  about  $958.00  during  the  year. 

The  Raleigh  Club  has  placed  a  baby's  bed  in  the  waiting 
room  at  the  station,  furnished  a  baby's  bag  for  the  use  of  the 
visiting  nurse,  sent  a  committee  to  look  into  conditions  at  the 
Blind  Institute,  and  so  help  forward  legislation  regarding  the 
removal  of  the  institution  to  a  large  site  outside  of  the  city 
limits,  made  frequent  visits  to  the  County  Home,  giving  the 
inmates  a  Christmas  tree  and  entertainment.  A  wayward  girl 
has  been  helped  and  rescued.  Material  has  been  given  for  the 
use  of  a  domestic  science  teacher  in  the  colored  rural  schools. 
This  club  is  now  working  to  fit  up  fifteen  work  benches  at 
which  sub-normal  children  from  public  schools  are  to  be  set 
to  work  under  a  special  teacher. 

The  Wilmington  Sorosis  has  found  that  a  Traveller 's  Aid  to 
meet  all  trains  is  a  necessity,  and  a  suitable  woman  for  this 
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work  is  being  sought.     Work  on  behalf  of  youthful  criminals 
is  also  being  considered. 

The  clubs  were  urged  to  endorse  three  important  measures 
coming  before  the  last  Legislature,  as  to  child  labor,  vital 
statistics,  and  compulsory  school  attendance.  Many  clubs 
passed  strong  resolutions  in  favor  of  these  measures.  The  vital 
statistics  bill  was  passed,  and  the  other  measuies  adopted  in 
modified  forms. 
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REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES 

(Condensed) 


FINANCE 

Mrs.   D.   Y.   Cooper,    Chairman 

Your  Chairman  of  Finance  reported  at  the  last  convention 
the  sum  of  $305.75  in  the  Endowment  Fund.  At  that  time  the 
Federation  being  $20.00  in  debt,  this  amount  was  borrowed 
from  the  Endowment  Fund.  The  Treasurer  returned  this  loan 
on  February  7,   1913. 

According  to  the  decision  of  the  Council  in  Tarboro,  Jan- 
uary, 1913,  certificates  of  shares  and  individual  membership 
were  ordered  at  a  cost  of  $7.75  and  $6.00  respectively.  The 
charter  of  the  Federation  has  also  been  secured,  at  a  cost  of 
$31.50.  We  would  advise  that  this  be  paid  by  the  Federation 
treasury,  while  the  Endowment  Fund  meet  the  cost  of  the 
certificates. 

The  certificates  are  now  ready  for  distribution;  certificates 
of  stock,  to  be  given  to  the  clubs  and  indicating  the  amount 
subscribed  by  the  club  to  the  Endowment  Fund,  and  certificates 
of  membership,  to  be  sold  to  members  of  the  Federation  at  a 
cost  of  25  cents  apiece. 

Since  last  May  every  club  has  been  asked  to  contribute  to 
the  Endowment  Fund.  As  a  result  of  this,  and  individual  dona- 
tions, the  fund  now  (June  20,  1913)  amounts  to  $851.14.  While 
the  clubs  as  a  whole  have  not  given  as  large  donations  this 
year,  more  have  taken  shares,  and  all  who  have  answered  ap- 
prove of  the  Fund. 

For  the  past  six  years  it  has  been  a  pleasure  and  privilege 
to  raise  money  for  the  Federation.  I  wish  to  thank  the  Presi- 
dent, Mrs.  Gotten,  for  her  unfailing  courtesy  and  ready  assist- 
ance, my  committee  for  its  readiness  to  aid,  and  the  clubs  for 
answering  my  appeals  for  money. 
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MEMBERSHIP 

Mrs.    Gordon    Finger,    Chairman 

Three  clubs  have  withdrawn  from  the  Federation  during 
the  year,  with  an  aggregate  membership  of  55.  Nine  new 
clubs,  with  an  aggregate  membership  of  292,  have  joined  the 
Federation.  The  Hesperion  Book  Club,  of  Morganton,  has 
amalgamated  with  the  larger  United  Charities  of  Morganton, 
which  has  joined  the  Federation  with  25  members.  Then  the 
total  increase  of  clubs  has  been  6,  and  approximately  305  mem- 
bers. 

Of  the  new  clubs,  five  study  literature,  one  art,  one  music, 
three  civics,  one  social  service,  one  is  a  club  with  departments 
of  civics,  education,  health,  library  extension,  and  music,  and 
one  a  society  of  professional  stenographers,  organized  to  raise 
the  standard  of  efficiency  in  their  profession  and  to  study  the 
questions  of  the  day  relative  to  their  work. 


LEGAL    STATUS    OF    WOMEN 

Miss    Edith.    Royster,    Chairman 

After  the  Winston-Salem  meeting  last  year  and  the  remark- 
able demonstration  of  interest  in  the  legal  status  of  women, 
your  committee  knew  they  ought  to  get  to  work  and  do  some- 
thing. 

Early  in  November,  Chief  Justice  Walter  Clark  (Justice 
Brown  concurring),  rendered  a  dissenting  opinion  in  the  Wake 
Forest  case  that  gave  us  something  to  do.  Your  Chairman  had 
a  number  of  copies  typewritten  and  passed  around,  mailed  and 
remailed  to  friends,  until  this  opinion  had  been  widely  spread. 

Your  Chairman  wrote  to  ladies  in  all  sections  of  the  United 
States  for  information  concerning  the  legal  status  of  women, 
and  received  valuable  suggestions  and  information  from  Ala- 
bama, Tennessee,  Kentucky,  Iowa,  North  Dakota,  Pennsyl- 
vania, etc. 
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On  December  10th  the  committee  met  in  Raleigh  and  organ- 
ized, Mrs.  Sol.  Weil  being  elected  secretary.  It  was  agreed 
that  each  of  the  seven  members  pay  $2.50  into  the  committee 
treasury.  The  Wilmington  Sorosis  gratuitously  contributed 
$3.00.  No  record  has  been  kept  of  time,  labor,  stamps,  sta- 
tionery; but  the  other  expenses  met  by  this  committee  amount 
to  about  $60.00,  covering  telegrams,  telephone  messages,  mes- 
senger service,  printing,  railway  fare,  etc.  This  has  been  done 
without  any  expense  to  the  Federation.  Besides,  the  Teachers' 
Assembly  Committee  furnished  us  with  100  printed  post  cards 
and  much  printed  matter. 

On  January  16  our  committee  met  again  at  the  Ealeigh 
Woman's  Club,  with  four  members  present.  By  invitation 
Mr.  Zebulon  Judd  was  present,  who,  as  Chairman  of  the  Teach- 
ers'  Assembly  Committee,  had  asked  the  Federation  Committee 
to  endorse  and  work  for  the  bill  to  be  presented  to  the  General 
Assembly  by  the  Teachers'  Assembly.  This  bill  provided  that 
women  be  made  eligible  by  legal  enactment  to  positions  on 
sub-text-book  commissions,  school  boards,  school  committees, 
etc.  A  letter  enclosing  a  copy  of  the  proposed  bill  was  sent 
by  the  committee  to  every  club.  The  President,  Mrs.  Cotten, 
sent  out  a  personal  letter  asking  the  clubs  to  endorse  the  bill. 
Blank  resolutions  were  sent  them,  and  later  post  cards  mailed 
stating  when  these  resolutions  should  be  sent  in.  Every  club 
in  the  Federation,  except  three  small  clubs,  is  known  to  have 
supported  this  bill  actively,  and  it  is  probable  that  these  clubs 
did  not  understand  the  purpose  of  the  bill.  The  Chambers  of 
Commerce  of  Goldsboro  and  Greensboro  also  passed  resolu- 
tions endorsing  the  measure.  Friends  rallied  to  us  on  every 
hand  to  work  for  the  bill. 

The  bill  was  introduced  in  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Bryant,  and 
in  the  House  by  Mr.  Majette.  In  the  Senate  it  was  referred 
to  the  Senate  Committee  on  Education,  where  it  was  put  to  a 
prompt  and  painless  death. 

On  Feb.  19th,  we  met  again  in  the  office  of  the  Wake  County 
Board  of  Education,  in  joint  session  with  the  Teachers'  Assem- 
bly Committee.  In  addition  other  interested  workers  were 
present.     Arrangements  were  made  for  the  proper  presentation 
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of  the  bill  before  the  Joint  House  and  Senate  Committee  on 
Education,  which  was  to  meet  in  the  afternoon. 

At  this  joint  committee  meeting  there  w^ere  present  Mr. 
A.  C.  Avery,  Jr.,  Mr.  Clyde  E.  Hoey,  Prof.  Highsmith,  four 
of  the  Teachers'  Assembly  Committee,  and  representatives  of 
the  federated  women's  clubs  of  Ealeigh.  The  bill  was  sup- 
ported by  the  gentlemen  present,  our  President  adding  the  affir- 
mation that  the  3000  women  composing  the  North  Carolina 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  wished  the  bill  passed. 

'  Endorsed  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Education,  though 
slightly  amended,  our  bill  went  back  to  the  House,  where  it 
was  promptly  voted  down  by  45  to  43. 

Our  committee  then  sent  a  telegram  to  every  man  in  the 
House  who  voted  against  it,  saying  that  if  the  bill  should 
come  up  again  we  would  appreciate  his  careful  consideration 
of  it.  A  message  of  appreciation  was  also  sent  Mr.  Majette 
for  his  services. 

After  the  defeat  of  this  bill  in  the  House,  the  chairman  of 
the  Teachers'  Assembly  Committee  prepared  a  substitute  bill, 
which,  at  his  request.  Senator  Bryant  offered  when  the  original 
bill  came  up  on  its  second  reading.  This  bill  passed  the  Senate 
by  a  vote  of  28  to  18. 

The  bill  passed  over  to  the  House,  and  was  finally  carried  by 
39  to  38,  the  Speaker  voting  for  it.  Thus  our  bill  became  a 
law,  and  we  were  happy  in  its  passage,  and  grateful  that  we 
had  been  able  to  help  bring  about  this  result.  For  while  Mr. 
Judd  was  the  leader,  doing  the  lobbying  that  only  a  man  can 
do,  and  refusing  to  accept  defeat,  we  furnished  the  backing 
without  which,  Mr.  Judd  states,  the  bill  could  not  have  passed. 
And  that  backing  meant  more  than  being  figureheads — it 
meant  that  we  gave  time,  money,  and  our  interest,  as  well 
as  the  strength  we  have  as  representatives  carrying  out  the 
wishes  of  this  Federation, 

It  is  probable  that  the  claim  made  that  the  bill  was  uncon- 
stitutional would  have  had  sufiicient  weight  to  defeat  it,  but 
for  Judge  Clark's  statement  that  there  is  nothing  in  that  claim. 

To  the  press  of  the  State,  led  by  the  News  and  Observer,  we 
owe  our  deepest  thanks  and  appreciation. 


Another  bill  of  interest  to  the  Federation  was  introduced 
by  Senator  Bryant  and  passed  practically  without  comment  or 
discussion, — the  justice  of  it  was  so  apparent.  This  bill  gives 
to  married  women  the  right  to  recover  damages  for  personal 
injury  and   for   their   personal   earnings. 

Senator  Bryant  also  introduced  a  bill  relating  to  the  privy 
examination  of  married  women.     This  failed  to  pass. 

Our  Committee  presents  to  the  Federation  a  paper  on  the 
Legal  Status  of  "Women  prepared  by  Mrs.  Avery,  and  an 
equal  guardianship  bill  drawn  up  by  Mrs.  Frye. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  reference  to  the  per- 
sonnel of  our  committee.  The  six  ladies  who  worked  with  me 
worked  with  such  devotion  to  the  cause — with  such  intelligence 
and  persistence — that  we  have  that  close,  warm  feeling  that 
comes  from  effective  team  work.  With  confidence  in  one  an- 
other, even  though  widely  scattered,  we  worked  together  with 
understanding. 


DISTRICT  RECIPROCITY 

Mrs.    C.    C.    Hook,    Chairman 

There  are  eleven  districts  in  the  State.  Five  of  these  ob- 
served Eeciprocity  Day  during  the  past  year,  and  all  report 
most  helpful  and  enthusiastic  times.  The  object  is  to  bring 
more  club  members  together  and  to  promote  a  broader  club 
spirit,  a  clearer  vision  of  the  work,  and  a  deeper  interest  in  the 
State  Federation.  The  smallest  town  can  have  a  Eeciprocity 
Day,  as  the  guests  are  not  expected  to  stay  over  night  except 
where  schedules  cannot  possibly  be  otherwise  arranged. 


FEDERATION  REPRESENTATIVE  ON  STATE  LIBRARY 
COMMISSION 

Mrs.   Sol.  Weil 

Many  of  us  remember  the  pioneer  work  that  has  been  done 
in  North  Carolina  in  creating  public  sentiment  to  demand  and 
support  free  public  libraries.  A  system  of  traveling  libraries 
was  first  established  by  a  woman's  club. 
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In  1909  at  an  annual  convention  of  the  Federation  it  was 
formally  resolved  to  co-operate  with  the  North  Carolina  Library 
Association  in  an  effort  to  arouse  interest  in  library  matters 
and  finally  to  secure  a  law  providing  for  a  state  library  com- 
mission. You  know  the  outcome  of  that  effort.  The  Library 
Commission  became  an  established  department  of  State  gov- 
ernment in  1909. 

Co-operation  with  the  Federation  continued  in  relations  of 
mutual  helpfulness.  In  recognition  of  this,  in  1911  the  Gov- 
ernor appointed  a  member  of  the  Federation  as  member  of 
the  Commission,  to  serve  as  formal  representative  of  the  Fed- 
eration. This  was  thought  to  be  a  most  excellent  arrangement 
until,  in  October,  1912,  the  Library  Commission  at  its  annual 
meeting  decided  to  sever  the  formal  relationship.  The  formal 
union  between  the  Commission  and  the  Federation  did  not 
seem  to  result  as  effectively  as  under  the  less  formal  relationship 
previously  existing.  I  believe  that  the  Commission  cannot 
divide  its  responsibilities  without  loss  to  the  cause  which  it  is 
supposed  to  further.  There  is  no  reason  why  it  is  not  proper 
for  the  Federation  or  any  other  body  to  ask  some  of  the  Com- 
mission to  serve  as  its  representative,  but  if  in  so  doing  the 
representative  must  sacrifice  the  Commission  to  the  interests 
of  the  body,  or  of  the  body  to  the  Commission,  it  seems  such 
an  arrangement  is  not  for  the  best.  It  leaves  neither  party 
free  to  act  in  the  fullest  accord  with  what  may  seem  right  in 
the  case.  The  Commission  is  anxious  to  serve,  since  this  is 
its  mission.  It  can  help  the  Federation,  and  the  Federation  in 
turn  can  help  the  Commission.  I  believe  the  Commission  can 
accomplish  more  when  it  is  simply  a  body  of  commissioners  set 
apart  to  do  its  work  than  as  representatives  of  the  Federation 
or  any  other  body. 

This  severing  of  our  formal  relationship  with  the  Commission 
should  not  mean  the  cessation  of  co-operation.  The  possibili- 
ties of  co-operation  are  just  beginning  to  be  realized.  Com- 
mission and  Federation  should  be  working  up  to  library  ideals 
— a  free  county  library  in  every  county  seat,  a  county  system 
of  traveling  libraries,  a  book  wagon  to  distribute  books,  the 
use  of  the  telephone  between  home,  school,  and  library. 
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RESOLUTIONS 


Eesolved :  That  the  North  Carolina  Federation  of  Women 's 
Clubs  advocate  the  establishment  of  county  training  schools 
for  wayward  boys,  modeled  after  the  Stonewall  Jackson  Train- 
ing School  at  Concord. 

Resolved:  That  all  the  departments  of  the  North  Carolina 
Federation  extend  their  activities  through  the  proper  authori- 
ties into  the  rural  districts. 

Resolved :  That  the  North  Carolina  Federation  of  Women 's 
Clubs  appreciate  any  demonstration  work  for  women  similar 
to  that  which  has  been  undertaken  for  men. 

Resolved:  That  the  entire  womanhood  of  America  sus- 
tained a  loss  in  the  death  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Piatt  Decker,  and  the 
clubwomen  of  North  Carolina  grieve  with  all  other  clubwomen 
for  the  loss  of  that  grand  woman,  whose  heart  beat  in  unison 
with  the  heart  of  all  women,  and  whose  life  was  devoted  to 
the  uplift  of  humanity. 


EDUCATION 


Resolved:  That  the  amount  returned  to  the  Federation 
by  the  young  lady  who  borrowed  it  to  complete  her  education, 
together  with  the  amount  still  due  from  her,  be  used  as  a 
nucleus  for  an  educational  loan  fund  for  needy  girls;  that  it 
be  increased  in  the  future  as  the  Federation  sees  the  need  from 
demands  made  upon  it;  and,  as  the  interest  from  the  Endow- 
ment Fund  increases,  supplement  this  loan  fund,  looking  to 
the  future  usefulness  of  this  body  in  promoting  education 
through  a  loan  fund  commensurate  with  the  dignity  of  so 
august    and   powerful    an    organization    as   the    Federation    of 
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Women's  Clubs;  this  fund  to  be  given  the  name  of  the  Sallie 
Southall  Gotten  Loan  Fund  of  the  Federation  in  honor  of 
our  beloved  retiring  president,  who  was  the  first  woman  in 
the  State  to  call  the  clubs,  who  first  gave  to  the  Federation 
the  plan  of  an  endowment,  through  whose  untiring  efforts  it 
has  been  placed  upon  a  firm  basis  with  prospects  of  a  healthy, 
and  steady  growth,  and  who  has  made  herself  known  through- 
out the  State  very  notably  during  her  term  as  president,  for  her 
zeal  and  interest  manifested  as  an  ardent  friend  and  staunch 
supporter  of  every  movement  involving  the  advancement  in  our 
State  of  the  cause  of  Education. 


HOUSEHOLD   ECONOMICS 

Eesolved:  That  an  expression  of  thanks  be  tendered  Dr. 
J.  I.  Foust,  of  the  State  Normal  and  Industrial  College,  for 
his  helpful  co-operation  during  the  past  year  in  promoting  the 
work  of  Household  Economics  through  extension  lectures. 


LIBRARY  EXTENSION 

Resolved:  (1)  That  the  work  of  this  (Library  Extension) 
department  be  temporarily  suspended  until  an  explanation  be 
had  from  the  State  Library  Commission. 

(2)  That  the  money  (returned  by  the  Commission  to  the 
Federation)  be  given  to  the  Sallie  Southall  Cotten  Loan  Fund. 

(3)  That  the  books  (returned  to  the  Federation  by  the 
Library  Commission)  be  first  offered  to  the  Stonewall  Jackson 
Training  School. 


SOCIAL   SERVICE 


Resolved:      (1)    That  all  clubs  appoint  either  a  committee 
or  department  of  Social  Service. 

(2)  That  community  study,  comprising  a  social  survey  of  a 
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certain  district  be  undertaken,  together  with  some  one  of  the 
many  social  reforms  of  the  day. 

(3)  That  a  children's  court  for  juvenile  offenders  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  our  municipal  authorities. 

(4)  That,  wherever  feasible,  social  settlements  be  estab- 
lished— school  houses  may  be  used  for  this  purpose. 

(5)  That  conditions  in  county  jails  and  homes  for  the  poor 
be  investigated  with  a  view  of  helpfully  co-operating  with 
authorities  in  charge. 


FINANCE 


Resolved:      That  the  Federation  keep  the  Endowment  grow- 
ing until  at  least  $5,000  is  raised. 


LEGAL  STATUS  OF  WOMEN   (NOW  LEGISLATION) 

Eesolved:  1.  That  the  continuance  of  the  investigation 
of  the  legal  status  of  women  be  made  a  part  of  the  work  of 
the  committee  on  legislation. 

2.  That  for  a  special  work  that  committee  make  a  study  of 
the  laws  relating  to  marriage  and  divorce  in  North  Carolina. 

3.  That  the  committee  be  authorized  to  print  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  Federation  the  paper  prepared  by  Mrs.  Avery 
and  presented  to  the  Federation  by  the  Legal  Status  Com- 
mittee; that  this  booklet  be  distributed  throughout  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Federated  clubs. 

4.  That  the  Finance  Committee  be  requested  to  devise  ways 
and  means  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  publication,  and  if  pos- 
sible to  make  this  booklet  a  means  of  revenue  for  the  Fed- 
eration. 

5.  That  we  reafS.rm  our  conviction  that  a  woman  physician 
should  be  in  charge  of  the  woman's  ward  in  all  hospitals  for 
the  insane;  that  the  committee  be  authorized  by  the  Federa- 
tion to  make  this  request  of  the  proper  boards  of  directors. 

6.  That  the  Federation,  in  accordance  with  its  constitution, 
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shall  not  take  part  in  any  proposed  legislation  that  does  not 
conform  strictly  to  the  purposes  of  the  Federation. 

7.  That  before  the  Committee  on  Legislation  ask  the  fed- 
erated clubs  to  endorse  any  bill  before  the  General  Assembly, 
the  bill  should  be  read  and  considered  carefully  and  endorsed 
by  the  Federation  or  by  the  Council.  In  an  emergency  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  give  an  endorse- 
ment. 

8.  That  there  must  be  no  ''riders"  or  other  matters  in- 
cluded in  any  bill  endorsed  by  the  Federation. 

9.  That  the  Committee  on  Legislation  be  empowered  to 
have  an  equal  guardianship  bill  introduced  in  the  Legislature. 

10.  That  we  reaffirm  our  stand  taken  at  Winston-Salem 
that  the  protection  of  the  children  of  the  State  demands  the 
proper  licensing  of  teachers;  that  the  Committee  on  Legislation 
is  authorized  to  offer  its  services  to  the  State  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  in  any  proper  efforts  to  secure  the  neces- 
sary legislation. 

11.  That  the  President  appoint  a  special  committee  to 
study  the  economic  status  of  women  public  school  teachers  and 
report  to  the  next  annual  convention;  that  in  this  work  the 
co-operation  of  the  Teachers '  Assembly  be  requested. 

12.  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  be  requested  to  send 
a  note  of  good  wishes  to  Mrs.  Junius  Daniel,  of  Henderson,  the 
first  woman  to  be  appointed  on  a  school  committee  under  the 
law  that  makes  such  appointments  legal. 

13.  That  our  thanks  be  extended  to  the  press  of  the  State 
for  uniform  courtesy  and  general  support  of  all  questions  that 
concern  the  welfare  of  women  and  the  home. 

14.  That  the  Federation  extend  a  special  vote  of  thanks  to 
Senator  Bryant,  Eepresentative  Majette  and  the  other  gentle- 
ment  who  championed  our  bill. 

15.  That  the  Federation  extend  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
committee  from  the  Teachers'  Assembly  on  the  legal  status 
of  women  teachers  for  its  investigations  and  report  to  the 
State  Teachers'  Assembly  with  bill  recommended  for  immed- 
iate relief;  to  the  chairman  of  that  committee,  Mr.  Judd,  for 
his   persistent   refusal   to   accept    defeat   at   the   hands   of   the

Senate  Committee  on  Education,  who  first  reported  the  bill 
unfavorably,  and  the  lower  House,  which  defeated  the  bill 
on  its  second  reading,  but  who  followed  the  bill  through  its 
vicissitudes  to  its  final  enactment  into  law;  that  these  thanks 
are  doubly  felt  because  that  chairman  gave  us  the  honor  to 
join  in  the  work  for  this  particular  legislation. 

16.     That    every   club  make   a   special   study   of   the   legal 
and  economic  status  of  women  in  its  community.

CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE   1 

NAME 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  North  Carolina 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs. 

AETICLE  2 

OBJECT 

The  object  of  this  Federation  shall  be  to  bring  the  women's 
clubs,  and  other  organizations  of  women  throughout  North 
Carolina,  into  relations  of  mutual  helpfulness  and  co-operation. 

AETICLE  3 

MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  Clubs  desiring  to  join  this  Federation  shall 
make  application  in  writing  to  the  Chairman  of  Membership 
Committee.  Such  application  must  show  that  the  club  has 
not  less  than  ten  members,  and  is  pursuing  some  line  of  ele- 
vating effort. 

Section  2.  Other  organizations  of  women  desiring  to  join 
this  Federation  shall  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Chair- 
man of  Membership  Committee,  stating  the  objects  of  said 
organization,  and  if  not  in  conflict  with  the  work  of  the  Fed- 
eration, may  be  admitted  to  membership  on  payment  of  dues. 

Section  3.  The  unanimous  vote  of  the  Membership  Com- 
mittee shall  be  necessary  to  admit  a  club  or  any  affiliating 
organization. 
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ARTICLE  4 

OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  officers  shall  be  President,  First  Vice-Pres- 
ident, Second  Vice-President,  Recording  Secretary,  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Auditor. 

Section  2.  No  two  officers  shall  be  from  the  same  club, 
except  the  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary,  when  so 
desired. 

Section  3.  No  member  shall  hold  more  than  one  office  at 
the  same  time. 

ARTICLE  5 

MANAGEMENT 

The  various  kinds  of  work  undertaken  by  this  Federation 
shall  be  arranged  into  departments  and  managed  by  an  Exec- 
utive Board,  a  Council,  and  a  Board  of  Directors,  as  hereinafter 
provided  for.  The  number  and  names  of  such  departments 
shaU  be  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Directors  and  confirmed 
by  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  6 

EXECUTIVE    BOARD 

The  officers  of  the  Federation  shall  constitute  an  Executive 
Board,  which  shall  transact  the  business  of  the  Federation, 
subject  to  its  direction,  and  make  a  full  report  of  the  same 
at  each  annual  meeting.  Three  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  This  Board  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  President, 
and  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  which  occur  between 
annual  meetings. 

ARTICLE  7 


The  Executive  Board  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  departments 
shall  constitute  a  Council,  to  consider  and  promote  the  interests 
of  the  State  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs.  This  Council 
shall  meet  once  in  the  interim  between  annual  meetings. 
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AETICLE  8 

BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

The  Council  with  the  presidents  of  clubs,  or  their  repre- 
sentatives, shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  to  consider 
and  promote  the  various  phases  of  work  undertaken  by  this 
Federation.  This  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  once  before 
and  once  after  each  annual  Convention,  one-third  of  the  mem- 
bers constituting  a  quorum.  This  Board  of  Directors  shall 
elect  the  Chairmen  of  the  various  departments,  no  two  of 
whom  may  be  from  the  same  club.  The  term  of  ofl&ce  of 
Chairmen  shall  be  limited  to  two  years. 

ARTICLE  9 

REPRESENTATION 

Section  1.  Each  federated  club  of  not  less  than  ten  nor 
more  than  twenty-five  members  shall  be  entitled  to  be  repre- 
sented by  its  President  or  her  appointee,  and  one  additional 
delegate.  Clubs  having  more  than  twenty-five  members  sh,all 
be  entitled  to  be  represented  by  one  additional  delegate  for 
each  additional  fifty  members  after  the  first  twenty-five. 

Section  2.  Each  affiliated  organization  shall  be  entitled  to 
be  represented  by  one  delegate,  who  may  cast  one  vote. 

Section  3.  The  members  of  the  Convention  entitled  to  vote 
shall  be  the  officers  of  the  Federation  in  person,  the  Chairmen 
of  Departments,  and  of  Standing  Committees  in  person,  and 
the  delegates  from  clubs  and  affiliated  organizations.  Where 
only  one  delegate  from  a  club  is  present  the  club  shall  be 
entitled  to  only  one  vote. 

Section  4.  A  delegate  may  represent  more  than  one  club 
of  which  she  is  a  member. 

Section  5.  Each  club  shall  give,  through  its  President  or 
other  delegate,  a  written  report  of  the  work  of  the  club.  If 
the  club  cannot  send  a  delegate,  a  written  report  may  be  sent 
to  the  Recording  Secretary. 

Section  6.     Members  of  clubs  belonging  to  this  Federation 
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who  are  not  delegates,  may  be  present  at  the  Conventions  and 
may  take  part  in  the  discussions,  but  may  not  introduce 
motions  nor  vote. 

AETICLE  10 

DUES 

Section  1.  The  annual  dues  from  each  club  shall  be  ten 
cents  per  capita,  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Federation 
at  least  one  month  before  the  annual  Convention. 

Section  2.  Each  affiliated  organization  shall  pay  an  annual 
due  of  two  dollars. 

AETICLE  11 

NOMINATIONS   AND   ELECTIONS 

Section  1.  A  nominating  board  of  five  members,  no  two  of 
whom  shall  be  from  the  same  town,  shall  be  elected  by  writ- 
ten ballot,  at  the  first  session  of  the  Convention,  and  report 
at  the  time  for  election. 

Section  2.  No  person  may  be  nominated  for  office  except 
a  delegate,  or  with  the  endorsement  of  the  delegates  from  her 
club.  If  no  delegates  from  that  club  are  present,  the  home 
club  must  be  consulted  through  its  President. 

Section  3.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  by  a  written  ballot, 
for  a  term  of  two  years.  A  majority  of  those  present  entitled 
to  vote  shall  constitute  an  election.  The  President,  Second 
Vice-President,  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  Auditor  shall  be 
elected  at  one  annual  meeting;  the  First  Vice-President,  the 
Eecording  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  at  the 
next  annual  meeting. 

AETICLE  12 

MEETINGS 

Section  1.  Meetings  shall  be  held  annually.  The  Council 
will  decide  the  time  for  such  meetings  after  the  invitation  has 
been  accepted. 
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ARTICLE  13 

AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the 
State  Federation  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  notice  of  the  proposed 
amendment  having  been  appended  to  the  call  for  the  meeting. 
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BY-LAWS 


1.  The  President  of  this  Federation  shall  preside  at  all  of 
its  meetings,  and  shall  be  ex-officio  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Board,  the  Council,  and  the  Board  of  Directors.  She  shall 
appoint  such  standing  committees  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
approve,  and  such  temporary  committees  as  may  be  necessary 
to  conduct  the  business. 

2.  The  Vice-Presidents  in  the  order  of  their  election  shall 
perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence. 

3.  The  Eecording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all 
the  Board  meetings  and  of  all  the  sessions  of  the  Convention. 
She  shall  prepare  the  Year  Book  and  have  it  in  circulation  as 
early  as  possible. 

4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  general 
correspondence  of  the  Federation.  She  shall  keep  a  list  of 
all  federated  clubs,  and  shall  send  out  notices  of  all  meetings. 
She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Membership  Committee,  east  the 
final  vote,  and  notify  the  applying  club  and  the  Chairman  of 
Membership  Committee  of  the  decision  of  that  Committee. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  hold  all  moneys  belong- 
ing to  the  North  Carolina  Federation  and  shall  deposit  same 
in  some  reliable  bank,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Executive 
Board.  She  shall  notify  delinquent  clubs  of  arrears  in  dues. 
She  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Credential  Committee,  and  vali- 
date the  credentials  of  delegates.  She  shall  make  an  annual 
report. 

6.  The  Auditor  shall  inspect  the  books  of  the  Treasurer 
and  report  thereon  annually. 

7.  A  General  Federation  State  Secretary  shall  be  elected 
by  the  Convention  for  a  term  of  two  years.  She  shall  be  the 
official  medium  of  communication  between  the  State  and  Gen- 
eral Federation.     By  virtue  of  this  office  she  shall  be  entitled 
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to  a  vote,  and  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Council  and  Board 
of  Directors. 

8.  The  Custodian  shall  have  the  care  of  all  official  docu- 
ments belonging  to  this  Federation,  and  shall  have  the  same 
rank  as  the  Chairman  of  a  Standing  Committee. 

9.  Standing  Committees  on  Finance,  Membership,  and  Leg- 
islation shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Chair- 
men of  these  Committees  shall  be  privileged  to  attend  the 
meetings  of  the  Council, 

10.  A  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President  before  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  and  the  mem- 
bers thereof  notified  of  the  duties  expected  of  them.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  to  inspect  and  vali- 
date the  credential  cards  presented  by  the  delegates,  and  report 
thereon  to  the  Convention  as  early  as  possible. 

11.  The  Committee  on^  Eesolutions  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  President  at  the  opening  session  of  the  Convention.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Eesolutions  to  consider 
carefully  all  resolutions  submitted  before  presenting  same  to 
the  Convention. 

12.  A  Program  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Pres- 
ident. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  co-operate 
with  the  local  Committee  from  the  club  extending  the  invita- 
ion  to  arrange  for  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  and  the 
program  so  arranged  must  be  submitted  to  the  President  for 
approval. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  devise 
ways  and  means,  further  than  the  dues  from  the  clubs,  for 
supplying  funds  to  promote  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Fed- 
eration. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation  to 
use  the  influence  of  the  federated  clubs  to  promote  such  legis- 
lation as  is  in  line  with  the  work  of  this  Federation. 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Membership  Committee  to 
organize  new  clubs  whenever  and  wherever  desirable,  and  to 
invite  such  new  clubs  and  other  eligible  unfederated  clubs  to 
join  the  Federation.  The  Chairman  shall  direct  this  work,  shall 
keep   the   application   blanks,    and   shall   extend   to   new   clubs 
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organized  or  recommended  by  the  other  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee an  invitation  to  join  the  Federation. 

When  such  invitation  is  accepted  she  shall  record  her  vote 
on  a  separate  sheet  from  the  application  blank  and  shall 
send  this  vote  with  the  application  of  said  club  to  each  other 
member  of  this  Committee  in  rotation,  for  their  votes  thereon 
— the  last  member  to  receive  the  papers  being  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  of  the  Federation,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  notify 
said  club,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Membership  Committee, 
of  the  admission  of  the  club.  The  unanimous  vote  of  this 
Committee  shall  be  necessary  to  admit  a  club.  Applications 
for  membership  must  be  accompanied  by  the  amount  of  annual 
dues,  which  after  admission  of  club,  shall  be  forwarded  by 
Chairman  of  Membership  Committee  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Federation. 

16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chairmen  of  Departments 
to  promote  in  the  clubs  and  throughout  the  State  the  work 
for  which  the  various  departments  stand,  by  urging  the  clubs 
to  greater  activity  and  co-operation  on  said  lines,  and  in  every 
other  practical  way  to  advance  the  line  of  work  represented. 

17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chairman  of  Publicity  to 
make  known  through  the  press  what  work  is  being  done  by 
the  clubs  and  by  this  Federation,  so  as  to  secure  more  universal 
co-operation.  She  shall  in  every  possible  way  increase  knowl- 
edge of,  and  interest  in,  the  work  undertaken  and  accomplished 
by  this  Federation. 

18.  There  shall  be  no  salaried  officers.  Necessary  expen- 
ses incurred  by  the  ofiS.cers  and  Chairmen  in  the  service  of  the 
Federation  may  be  refunded  from  the  treasury  by  order  of 
the  President. 

19.  Two  whole  days  during  each  annual  Convention  shall 
be  devoted  entirely  to  business. 

20.  Delegates  and  alternates  to  the  Biennial  Convention 
of  the  General  Federation  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  from 
the  floor  of  the  Convention. 

23.     Members  of  the  Executive  Board  who  are  unavoi( 
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absent   from   a   meeting    shall   receive    copies    of    the    minutes 
of  that  meeting. 

22.  Clubs  desiring  to  withdraw  from  the  Federation  must 
inform  the  Chairman  of  Membership  Committee  of  this  desire 
and  must  have  paid  the  dues  for  the  current  year  before  such 
withdrawal  shall  be  considered  final. 

23.  Ex-Presidents  of  this  Federation  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  vote  and  all  the  privileges  of  delegates. 

24.  Mrs.  Fox's  book  on  Parliamentary  Usage  for  Women's 
Clubs  shall  be  the  authority  for  the  conduct  of  all  meetings 
of  this  Federation. 

25.  Section  1.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any 
annual  meeting  of  this  Federation  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  notice 
of  the  amendment  having  been  appended  to  the  call  of  the 
meeting. 

Section  2.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  this  Federation  by  a  unanimous  vote,  without 
previous  notice. 
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NOTICES 


1.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  desires  that  she  be 
promptly  informed  when  there  are  any  changes  in  the  club 
officers. 

2.  The  Corresponding,  Eecording,  and  General  Federation 
State  Secretaries  earnestly  request  that  all  communications  of 
club  members  be  answered  promptly. 

3.  Each  club  is  urged  to  subscribe  for  '^The  General  Fed- 
eration Magazine ' ',  the  official  organ  of  the  General  Federa- 
tion of  Women's  Clubs.  This  magazine  will  keep  each  club  in 
touch  with  the  General  Federation  work. 

4.  Copies  of  the  Biennial  Eeport  may  be  obtained  from 
the  Bureau  of  Information,  4  Congress  Block,  Portsmouth, 
N.  H.,  at  50  cents  a  copy.  This  book,  containing  all  the 
addresses  delivered  at  the  San  Francisco  Convention,  should 
be  in  the   possession   of  every  club   in  the   State   Federation.
